afſed Underſtandings were but loſt Labour , tc+ their Eyes alrea« 
dy behold th-ir Envy and Deceit ; but its the Invocert and Sim- 
ple-hearted (whom thele $1, Magrs's of our Ag-,by their Sorce- 
ries delude and enflave) to whom this is wore immediately di- 
reted. Scarce a County throughout this Nation but has been 
Eye or Ear Witneſſes, not only of thc diſperling of a Lying 
Pampbler (importing, A Narrative of a pretenaea Quaker, and his 
Family in Lincoln-ſhire, become Leproms and Diſcaſea, &e.) forged 
by an Anabaptiit Þ zacoer ; but aiſo of the Unzeara of Inſolexce, 
bold Uproars, aza T aroulent Ronts they bave uſed, acted and com- 
mitted to -yforce 2 g60d Opinion of their great Diava, upon an 
Innvycenc, Simpic or Ignorant People. Reager, miſtake me nor, 
for T afſuce thee, its not my purpoſe to charge every particular 
Member or Aſſcmbly, who this day walk under the Name of Preſ- 
byter, Independents, Anabaptiſt or Baptiſt, as being Actors and A» 
bettors of this late piece of Shame and Immorrallity, although 
Envy, Malice and Falſhood have manifeted themſelves in ſome 
particular under each of theſe Conrts : bur on the contrary (to 
do th:m Juſtice) I acknowledge, that many have freely in fre- 
quent Diſcourſe condemned its Forging, Printing and Diſper ing , much 
more the Reprinting the ſame, with a Tayle as Leprous as the 
former, 

The Anabaptif Author or Reprinter of their pretended Trxe 
Relation, the better to Countenance the Lying Wonder, amule 
the credulons Reader with two other freſh Paſſages of Reproach 
againſt the People call'd ®wakers ; the one, of Aſary Brown ; the 
other, of C, Bayly: the firſt of thoſe ated without date, like 
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their former ; the ſecond of later ftamp, not abeve Twelve 
Years ſtanding. y 

As to the firſt, of Af. Brown, The Relator alledges, She had 
been a Hearer of the People called Quakers —41 _ to bear 
the Baptized People (as he termes them) «t Panton 5» Lincoln- 
ſhire, after ſome time would be baptized (that is dipped) with them ; 
but upon her paſſage through the Ceremony of that Watery Ele- 
ment, had ſome Conflias of mind, and Diſorder of Body ; and 
after Recovery was admitted into their /elef# Aſſembly, and ſo cox- 
tinned whilſt in that Conntry , and upon her departure thence, recomend- 
ed to their Brethren in London ; and whether ſhe is yet among them or 
not, the Reporter knows not : this is ſubſcribed by an Eye and Ear 
Witneſs (as ſaith the Pamphlet) named, Tho. Grantham—from 
Aſbby juxta Partney, the 17th day of the 3d Moneth, 1672. 

I cannot do the Truth and my ſelf more Right, then to recom- 
mend the Reader to the AnabapriſFsPamphlet,to his Taleat length, 
and if he can find a Bottom therein, I'le count him Juditious, 
for my part 1 find none: But to ſh:w himſelf a Preacher, bas 
made five Obſervations upon this Relation, the latter as ridicu- 
lous as the former impertinent, the Cloſure whereof is (to tell us)

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$hifes theſe deeaying Aſſemblies are put unto, in this our preſent 
Age, that notonly in their frequent Sermons and Diſcourſes, 
but in Print alſp, muſt bring forth ſuck pittiful weak Covers as 
theſe, to mask and blind the Simple and Honeſt-hearted from 
the embracing of that Truth which is Everlaſtieg, unto which 
Cod, in Deſyight of all their Oppoſition, from amongſt them dail 
calls many to bear witneſs againſt all their Begygarly Elements ing 
Rndiments, which have periſhed with theuling. 


The Author's ſecond Story comes up freſh and new from Dover, 
June 10. 1672. and that's of Charles Bajly, once 2 9uaker, his 
Acingsthere from the 13th to the 22th of Ofob.1661.. Its not

Andit he bas juſtly cauſed the Enemies of God and his Troth 
to Blaſphews, by reaſon of his Unfaithfulneſs, «14 farting a/ide 
like a broken Bow, he (hall certainly beay hs Burden, and Anſwer 
for his own Iniquity ;, but his Miſcarriage, Apeſtacy, and leaving the 
People of Ged called Buakers (which trom that time he did) ſhall 
be no more charged upon the Lakers, then the Aﬀions of 7u- 
de, Demas, Avnania, fc. upon the Apeftes and Followers of 
Chrif, or the DoRrine they lived in and profeſſed. And this 
their Envious Cavil 1s fully anſwered by— Lnze Howard of De- 
ever, a Perſon well known there, to thoſe Contentious Anghap- 
tifts, that now ſo zealouſly rake up this Old Story againſt us,

But a moſt prand ObjcRion of ouf previ Aaverſaridr, againſt 
2 late Anſwer co their Narrative is, Thar 16 che Ti-!c Pagetheres 
of its faid, THEIR JUGGLE AND DECEIT, 
IN CLOATHING THEIR OWN MEMBER 
WITH THE NAME OF YQZUAKE K;, and that the 
Intinuating, that Richard Anderſon was a Member of theirs, is 
a Crimination to Purpoſe, and a falling inte the ſame exceſs of 
Miſtike or Error, that we charge them withal And if ſo, 
I mult confeſs deſerves double Condemnation.

As 
for their End, 'tis ealily calcu)ated-by ſuch woo have bur only 
peruſed the Hiſtory of their ſpirits, much ealier by thuſe who 
have beheld the Meridian of their Cruelty : And though their 
Sun be now (o near ſet, they can inſence others to that Cruelty 
which Providence has incapacitated them to be dire& Attors. 

But for the timeing of their Prodogy in Print, our Antago- 
nilt he'l Appologize, averring, It was not the Intention of our Ad- 
verſaries, to render us obno[tions to the Government, or eccaſion new 
 Bonas, And how does he this Work ? He imprecates God the 
Searcher of all Hearts, that he knows, that it was far. from be- 
1ng the End of Publication (thus nonſencicaliy proceeding) 
that, Were net the Truthof God prejudiced by ſilence, while their dan- 
gerous Principles ſeem as from Heaven diſcountenanced, by the preceae- 
ing Narrative, which u« judged by many, A Snfficiext Call for Publi- 
cation, Ilhall wave to refiet upon the Nonſence of his Para- 
grave, but colle& his Reaſon, or whar he intends by his words, 
and ſhall anſwer briefly thus ; Certainly were never men more 
palpably given upto diret Falſlivod , thall any man believe, 
that the Anabaptiſts Zeal at this day our-[trips what it was Seven, 
Eight or Nine Years ago ? that a Story tor ſo many years toge- 
ther, not worthy a Preſs or a Sheet of Paper, ſhould now be 
trumped abroad, and with an Epethite no lefs then for the Truth 
of Chriſt, Nay the Autbor adds, as a turther Cauſe for preſent 
publication, That thoſe in Danger, or miſ-led, may by God s Bleſ- 
ſing be prevented or reclaimed, Now I'le app-1l to the Juditious 
Reader, Whether th: raking up of an old Matiicious Story, full 
of Deceit and Falſhood, and the Printing of the ſame after 
Nine Years expiration, althouvh under the covert of ſo many 
ſpetivus pretences, as for the ſake of Chriſt's Truth, or reclaim- 
ing the Miſ-guided, or as a Dicilion of Controverlie, Strength 
to the weak Hands and feeble Knees, and many ſuch like ſtrain'd 
Expreſſions, be not rather the procue o: that oid ſpirit of Ha+ 
tred, Envy and Hypocrilie, then the Fruits of that Meek, Quiet 
and Charitable Spirit of Jeſus, which they would inſinuate ro 
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the World they are led by, EY cloſe ail, he would dp qur 
Mouthes with Railing, and fallly 'firming, Our Carriepe in tiords 
aud Atrions in News ite and Now=Priſon in London, when impriſons 
ed whit che Bapiiuits, #por the late Att, Ce, aid equal this incentive of 
theirs to Perjecrtion: And 1n the ſame ſentence (as if ic were at 
the ſame inilance of Time and Place) alledges, That one Thomas 
Lawſon iz Diſconrſe and Print uttered many harſh words againſt M1 - 
thew Caftin (one of their Preachers, ) As to our firit Charge, 
of our Carriage to our- Fello»w- Priſoners; 1 queſtion not but 
that many of his own Brethren, or ſuch who are called Bapri/?-, 
will give the Lye to the Libeller, for,certain I am, that at New- 
gate there was no ſuch Occahon given, and this Libeller mighr 
be aſhamed to aver to notorious an Untruth : As for any Ditfe- 
_ rence with our Friends at New-Priſos, Inever heard of any, 
and believe it a falſe Impolition, _—— But to his Charge vpon 
The. Lawſon, upon enquiry I heard, about Sixteen Years 3g0 
there was Dilputes and Points of Faith or Do@rine controver- 
ted, in Print, and otherwiſe, betwixt him and Machew Caffs 
— But that there was any ſuch Diſcourſe or Writing of late 
years, or about the cinic of the making the late AR againit Con- 
yenticles, as this creeping Impoſer would inlinuate, I abſolutely 
deny as untrve; and had this Detractor been ſo candid, 15 to 
have quoted the Book out of which he had pi& out ſo many black 
Epetbites, or the time of its Imprinting, his own Reader, as 
well as mine, might have made Applications of the firſt, accor-

I Anſwer, That if he can meet with a Reader fo void of Rea- 
ſon, that can neither diſtinguiſh *rwixt Day and Night, Lighr 
and Darkneſs, Ripht-hand from the Letr, he may probably 
find on: fo credulous as to believe kim ; bur men of the meanet 
capicity of Underſtanding may comprehend 1s frothy Dif. 
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tourſe and Rabble. But a Tythe of our Books, Words, Car. 
riages in height of Perſecution, ſayes he—Whereas that Dirt 
thou haſt already calt, 1s 1t not upon thee? we are clear of thy 
filſe Aſpertions : What can thoſe otherwiſe perſwaded in 
Matters of Religion, charge us withal, in our bearing the 
Spoiling of our Goods, Beiting and Impriſonins of our Fer- 
ſons, to bear a Faithful Teſtimony to the Everlaiting G O D 
and his Truth, who hitherto has preſerved us ? We appeal 
to the Faithiul Witneſs in the Conſcieac?s of all who have 
beheld our Cor. verſation, By what Words, Books, Writings 
or Actions did we ever, in time of Perſecution, or Liberty, 
inſence the Magiltrate againſt any, as yowendeayour to do now 
the Rod is off your Back? Be particular in this Point, and 
you ſhall have an Anſwer. 

And forbear thus to belch out yoar own Shame, and to be in 
time of Quietneſs {as to outward oppoli:ion to you-wards) 
and in ſore meaſure to us alſo} Incendiaries, and Publiſhers 
of thoſe old {ly Fables, and Idle Tales, that grieve the Inno- 
cent amongſt you, gratihe the Prophane abroad, and are an 
ili favour in the Noſtrils of all moderate Enquirers after Re- 
ligion, who Doubtleſs do expeRt at ſuch a Time and Day as 
this, detter Arguments for your, or agin(t our Perſwaſions in 
Faith and Doctrine, bcfore they will either embrace yours, or 
reject Ours. 


Its worthy Obſervation, Thar ſnce-the late DeteRtion of 
their Lying Worger , and the Inhabitants of Paxton their gi- 
ving a Ceriitficate of Kichad Anderſon ( ths Arabaptiſts late 
Member) his denying his former Confeſtions to Ralph James, 
and his Confederate Fraternity , that the Anabaptiſs in di- 
vers Parts have made no ſmall Tumulrt, and Stir, to cover 
themſelves from that Jut Rebuke, which their Malicious and 
impertinent plzce cf Fully and Madneſs hith conſequently 

rought upon tlicm, 

Bur the moſt Remarkable Paſſage of their Scupidiry is, That 
the Anadzptiils iz Lincolnſhire have pretended to Croſs Examine

1670, 
a ſecond, 7xne 15. 1673. athird, 7aly7. 1672. and the laſt, 
Fuly 21. 1672. came tw my hand , Its probable the wiſer ſort 
of their Brethren here may prevent ic frem croubling the 
Preſs ; if not, it wi!! ſerve for a plenary Teltimogy of our 
Charge againſt Ra/ph Fames, and the Forger of that Pamphlet. 
And whether theic late Copies be Printed or not, I think it 
meet (for the ſake of ſome) a little to examine how correſpond- 
ing it is to their Delign and Enterpize, 


To that ena obſerve our Charge againſt them was in theſe 
Particulars, 


Firff, Their falſly Infinuating, that Richard Anderſon 
Was a Quaker, 


Secondly, That his Child was Leprous, or he, 
ard the reſt of his Family afflicted with ſore Pains, or 


bodily Diſtempers. 


Thirdly, Then we averred Richard Anderſon to be a 
Member of theirs before and after, yea, all the time 
of the pretended aQing ct their piece of Pageantry. 

Fourthly, Their Deccit, in not rug World an 
Account of the Moneth or Year, wherein happened their 
picce of ſtrange Providence, 


Fifth'y, Their Malice and Envy in publiſhing their 
Narrative at this day, after eight or nine years paſt in 
lileace. Sixthly, 
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Sixthly, That notwithſtanding their bold Aver- 
ment in the Front of their Libellous Pamphlet , not 
one Eye or Ear Witneſs has been produced, bur bare- 
ly the Weak or Knaviſh Conteſhion of their own Mem- 
ber. 


The Pains of this ſummary Repetition is, for the better ſ3- 
tisfatien of ſuch to whoſe hands Ralph James, and his Fellows, 
have conveyed the late Confeſſions of that poor Wretch, which 
they {tretch as on Tenters, to ſcreen their Serpentine m—_ 
and Lying Infinuations, of which I neither delire nor need a 
creater Proef, then the Lines they have given forth, and ſub- 
ſcribed : Therefore examine, and ſee whether by all their late 
Pain, they have cxtorted more from the weak man, then was

1, Ris Confeſlors ſay, R. A. owned, that he confeſſed the Trmth 
of the Narrative at Ralin Fair, September 14, 1669.—z=But not 
a word wizetaer he confeſled the Narrative to be true. 

2. He confeſſed, He heard the Quakers at Lincoln within the Pri. 
ſfot—an Hour ——which was Three Quarters more then the poor 
man gave under his band; at which the Confeſſors are ready to 
quarrel, - | 
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' 3, His Confeſſors ſay, That contrary to what he had given under his 
hand, he ſuid, He had diſcourſe with the People called Quakers Forty 
Times abont their Principles , but whom they were, or where they 
were, not a word : 1ts too ſuſpicious the Confeſlors have here 
abuſed the Man—for doubleſs, had he acknowledged but half (9 
many times, - they would have extorted the Perſons Names he calls 
Puakers, and that with no ſmall applauſe. 

4. His Confefſors ſay, He knew not (that's remembred)) what w.cs 
in the Paper be et bis hand to ,, truly very probable--but not a word 
chat the Anſwer to tne Narrative had any wiſe abuſed or wrong- 
ed him, in mil-citing the Letter, 

5. His Conf:flors ſay, That he owned he pronounced R.]1mes 4 Le- 
per, and after d:/ired his Prayers,and that he owned,thas he had confe(ſe4 
himſclf well again — but chat he was really ſo, not one word. 


Thirdly, The third Matter is of f«ly7. 1672. and this is, That 
Edward Pariſh hz Wife deſired Chritopber Foſter, oxe of the Con- 
feſſors, to meddle no more with the Matter : He might have done 
well to have interpreted his meaning. 


Fourthly, The Confeſſion of 7aly 21. 1672. (after the imper- 
tinent circumſtance of the Journey to Parten, and their Hoſts 
acquainting them of the People call'd 2nakers having been there) 
the Confeſlors ſay, That R. A. confeſſed to the [wbſtance of the 
Narrative ;, but what they call the Subſtance,ſay nothing .._and 
conclude, That he confeſſed, that he looked upon the People called Qua- 
kers, 4s eminently owned of God as Moſes was : This is the ſubſtance 
of his Coofeſlion;and truly had the Devil confeſſed, that he 2x4- 
kers were God's People, it bad no more invalidated them, then ir 
did Chriſt, when the Devil ſaid, Thos art the Sor of the Living God, 


Where is now theſe Impoſters Proof, that the poor man was 2 
Dnaker? What, not ſuch a Confefhon, notwithſtanding their 
indefatigable pains with him. 

Where-is the Leprous Child, the Bodily Diſeaſed Family, and 
the Proof of the Child dead, as was fallly affirmed in their 
Narrative ? | 

Why have we not in,the Year of this prodigious Miracle? ye 

the 
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the Eye and Ear Witneſſes of this eminent Finger of God, as 
they termed it, and the diciſion of the great Controverlie, as ye 
Fooliſhly and Vain-glorioully boaſted ? 

Remember ye Anabapriſts the Wiſe-mans words, viz. Who 
ſo boaſteth himſelf of a falſe Gift, #s like Clouds and Wind without 
Rain Had itnot been far better, and more for the Reputati- 
on of R. James of Lincol»ſbire, and Richard Hobbs of Dover, to 
have kept their pieces of Forgery at Home, then thus to have 
been Heralds of their own Ignominy and Reproach : I appeal 
to the Sober-minded, of what Perſwaſion ſoever—What could 
any Moderate Man have judged of their Labours, to bring out 
ſuch untimely Births ? it they had been really true, and Refle- 
Rive on the People called 2wakers ; but that it was the Fruit of 
that old ſpirit of Envy, Hatred and Malice, cloak'd over their 
Mask of Profeſſion, —— How much more then ſhall 
they undergo a Jult Reproof from the Sober amongſt themſelves, 
that without Cauſe have been ſuch zealous Incendiaries to Strife, 
and ſmicten with the Fiſt of Wickedneſs without Cauſe. So to the 
Wiſe-mans words I leavethem, who ſayes, Hetbat bideth Hatred 
with Lying Lips, and he that mttereth a Slander, 1 a Foel.
